Now We Understand 


I am sure there are many of 
our older citizens who would take 
the greatest delight in sitting be¬ 
side the fireplace with you to 
reminisce about the Agawam 
that once was. With profound 
nostalgia they would recount 
that the Connecticut River at 
one time would freeze solidly to 
support horse racing on ice, ice 
that was pure enough to be cut 
and stored in sawdust for next 
summer’s .refrigeration. You 
would hear that our ponds* were 
used for community swimming 
and that our brooks were abun¬ 
dant with fresh trout You could 
envision our roads bounded by 
stately elms, maples, oaks, all 
healthy and green in season and 
not dead and left to fall on pass¬ 
ers by as they are today. Young¬ 
sters at play made their own 
recreation and constructed their 
own ball fields, everyone could 
have work if they wished because 
we had mills to make woolen 
cloth on paper and plenty of 
farming to do. You could sit on 
your front porch and rest if you 
choose without listening to rac¬ 
ing cars and barking dogs. 

Most of the citizens were ac¬ 
quainted with each other. Sure 
there was misunderstanding at 
times but for the most part there 
existed an air of serenity, peace, 
and understanding. Our town 
was administered by three Se¬ 
lectmen. The Town Clerk was 
also the Treasurer and his office 
was in the old homestead. You 
could get a fishing license when¬ 
ever the gentleman was at home 


no matter what the time of day. 

The Assessors knew everyone 
by their first name and disoussed 
the assessment with you person¬ 
ally. You could build a room or 
^ barn -without the trouble of 
getting a building permit. You 
might be expected to help repair 
the road in front of your house 
and to remove excess snow, from 
it. You could raise chickens and 
keep horses wherever you wished.. 
You could burn your tree branch¬ 
es and papers at pleasure. You 
were ‘TREE" so-called because 
people were trustworthy both 
physicallyand * mentally. Because 
people wrote their own laws of 
decency and fairness, there need 
not be great concern for admin¬ 
istrative control. Everyone tried 
to understand. This Town was 
really great and it was a pleas¬ 
ure to be a part of it. 

But I want you to believe me 
vfhen I say it. is still. great and 
it can be even. greater. All you 
have to do to prove it is to be¬ 
lieve it. The reason that you can’t 
believe it or understand it is be¬ 
cause it has become too complex. 
A Town of twenty thousand iri- 


i habitants cannot be administered 
by the same machinery that di¬ 
rects a Town of two thousand 
citizens. I must assume that most 
of you are too occupied to take 
: time to understand these added 
j complexities. Many of us who are 
involved in it’s ^management are 
aware that you can only “mark 
time” in Agawam’s growth and 
development as long as you 
“mark lime” in it’s manage¬ 
ment. 

In my second year as your Se¬ 
lectman 1 have come to realize, 
without reservation, that the af¬ 
fairs of this Town are far too 
compounded for any Board of 
Three Selectmen to handle on a 
part-time basis. Many years ago 
a single meeting night each week 
of perhaps two hour duration 
would have sufficed to make all 
the decisions hecessary for the 
eiisuing week. Now the Selectmen 
open their meeting on M on day 
night at seven and adjourn ear¬ 
ly Tuesday morning. Try as they 
will too many things are left un¬ 
done or incompletely considered. 
Considerable time is spent in ar¬ 
bitrating complaints and not 
enough in constructive planning. 
This is not their fault but ra¬ 
ther the fault of : the system. 
For those who would wish this 
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type of management to survive I dent leadership. Agawam’s “Big

Yes, we must remember or be 
alerted to Agawam’s great po¬ 
tential.

which I know that can do this 
for you is to retain a Town 
Manager. Give him the job on a 
full time basis and give him the 
power to make and enforce de¬ 
cisions that are his own respon¬ 
sibilities and you should soon see 
marked improvement in efficien¬ 
cy.

These 
would be vested in an elected 
board -bearing the name of Se¬ 
lectmen or Council.
